This case is of a very peculiar nature. The acts for which 
petitioner was indicted, were done under and in pursuance of 
“An act to establish a mutual aid association, and to raise 
funds for the common school system of Alabama,” approved 
Oct. 10, 1868; and it appears that petitioner did nothing 
save what was authorized by that act. To give further color 
to the right of petitioner to carry on a lottery under said act, 
the supreme court of Alabama had, on three separate occa- 
sions, passed upon and upheld said act as valid and constitu- 
tional. The petitioner could certainly have had no better 
guide for his conduct than the law as expounded by so high 
a tribunal. 'Fhe defendant was, however, in the face of these 

decisions, indicted and convicted as aforesaid, which convic- 


+ 
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tion was affirmed on appeal to the present supreme court of 
Alabama, and on appeal to the supreme court of the U. $, 
The conviction, therefore, seems to have been correct, under 
the present ruling of the higher court. But the court, in 
passing upon this case, in words which afford strong reasons | 
for executive clemency, says: “We regret the necessity we 
are under to depart from the rulings of our predecessors. 
We regret it all the more because those several decisions 
have, no doubt, been relied on by the appellant as authoriz- 
ing him to do the act for which he was convicted. The re- 
lief is not with us. $ * * * Jf we confirm, we concede 
that a seeming hardship is Imposed on the appellant. The 
remedy, if any, is not with us.” The Chief Justice, while 
holding that said act was unconstitutional, held, in a dissent- 
ing opinion, that, under the circumstances, the defendant 
ought not to be punished. Here appears, indirectly, a strong 

recommendation to executive clemency. These are not all, 
- though sufficient reasons why such clemency should be ex- 
tended. Many citizens of good standing solicit such action 
. on my part, and I, therefore, remit the fine imposed.

The jury, when they returned a 
verdict of guilty, recommended the prisoner to the mercy of 
the court. The judge solicits her pardon, and the prosecut- 
ing attorney states that he urged in argument to the jury 
that the girl was only guilty of manslaughter in the second 
degree. She has already served more than a year of her sen-
